What does life hold for 
an eccentric 
entrepreneur after 
Dragons’ Den? 
ZOE ROSE meets 
Reggae Reggae 
sauce creator Levi 
Roots to find out 


8 April 2008 
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I t’s a grey day on a south London estate. 
Amid the concrete towers and shops, 
Papine Jerk, Levi Root’s “rastaurant” 
shines out in a vibrant display of colour, 
like a peacock stood proud before a 
monochrome backdrop. The atmosphere is 
light and playful with the chorus of school 
children having fun in the nearby 
playground at lunchtime. 

Levi of course came to fame on the 
popular Dragons Den show, where 
contestants pitch their business ideas in 
return for the dragons’ hard-earned cash 
and expertise. He became a local hero after 
his debut on the show netted him a cool 
£50,000 in return for 40% of his business. 

A true Brixtonian, Roots is at home in the 
community. “Brixton is the centre of my 
universe,” he muses. “I have trodden every 
pebble of the market over the years.” The 
inspiration to create his spicy sauce came 
from his grandmother in Jamaica who 
taught him how to cook as a child. But it is 
Brixton’s market with its Caribbean 
tradition that has been his source for the 
raw ingredients that make up Reggae 
Reggae sauce. 

He still shops at the market daily, buying 
stock for the restaurant, doing business 
with the same local suppliers and the same 
shops. He’s a down-to-earth hero among his 
local acquaintances and long-term business 
partners. “Everyone knows me here. I’ve 
always been popular and I like to be the 
centre of attention. People supported me 
before the success, and people are genuinely 
pleased for me.” 

It is where strangers are concerned that 
he’s noticed the biggest difference. “I get 
stopped in the street all the time. It’s great, 
but it’s demanding. I love to stop and talk to 
people but when I go out now, it’s because 
I’ve got to get somewhere fast. Most of the 
time people want me to sing the Reggae 
Reggae song to them — I barely have time 
for one verse these days!” 

Today his diary is peppered with speaking 
appointments at schools, colleges and 
universities. A modest man, he admits: “At 
first I didn’t think I had anything I could 


really offer, but having been out there 
speaking to people, giving talks, I realise 
that I actually have so much.” 

Being an inspiration for young people is a 
real driving force for Levi. It’s very 
important that his business stays connected 
in south London, and he meets as many 
school children as possible, giving talks and 
singing his songs in two or three schools

each week, seemingly one of the most 
rewarding parts of his job. One of his 
contracts is with the local school opposite, 
where he delivers fresh, healthy school 
meals daily. “The children know me, 
and they know the food, and they have 
the choice.” 

Young people often want to know how to 
make it in business. “I tell them that they 
have to know their stuff; preparation is key. 
Have an idea, think it through and believe 
in it. You also have to put your personality 
into your business. I put music in my food — 
music is what I know, it’s my passion, so I 
went with that.” 

Levi’s journey has taken him all around 
the UK and has brought with it challenges 
and opportunities in equal measure. He has 
given talks at three of the most prestigious 
and revered institutions in the country, 
Oxford, Eton and Cambridge. “I can’t 
think of any black man who has done 
that: it’s crazy.” 

Appearing on TV with nothing more 
than a guitar, a product and a song for a 
sauce that “puts music in your food”, Levi 
intrinsically knows the value of a first 
impression. Arguably, he met his match at 
Eton. As he stood in the country’s oldest 
classroom preparing to give his talk, one 
pupil pulled a stunt that even Levi wasn’t 
prepared for. “He picked up a bottle of my 
sauce and necked the whole lot, right there 
and then, in front of everybody, not caring 


as it spilled over his white tux! I don’t know 
what’s going to happen at Cambridge!” 

The motivation for Levi’s business 
success was born out of failure of a personal 
kind a couple of years before. He had a job 
as a driver and was on the road for hours 
each day. “I tried to write an album in my 
head, but it was not the right place.” Not 
content with driving, Levi had been 
working on getting his fledgling business 
established when the opportunity for 
Dragons Den came up. As the time came 
closer he became more apprehensive about 
going on the show. “One thing was certain, 
there was something terrible behind me and 
I couldn’t go back. I asked myself what was I 
more afraid of? I knew that if I could slay 
the dragons I could move forward.” 

And so he did. With Peter Jones and 
Richard Farley investing in his unique 
brand, his business has moved from 
strength to strength. Sainsbury’s was the 
first supermarket to stock his line of 
condiments, with Asda and Morrisions 
following suit and another big supermarket 
contract to be announced shortly. 

“I’ve enjoyed phenomenal sales,” he said. 
“Last summer we outsold tomato ketchup 
which makes up 73% of the condiment 
market.” Reggae Reggae sauce was even a 
question on The Weakest Link. “It’s a 
household name!” he exclaims. 

So where from here? Stay tuned. Levi is 
just back from Jamaica where he’s been 
recording his latest album, aptly named Hot 
Stujf. He has two UK tours across business 
colleges for aspiring entrepreneurs. And in 
addition to extending his line of sauces to 
include guava and fiery apple, he is about to 
bring a collection of ready meals to market. 
“The beauty of Reggae Reggae sauce is it is 
not too acidic. Other brands of jerk sauce 
can take over and you lose the flavour in the 
food. Reggae Reggae enhances the flavours 
on the plate — adds a little music, you 
know.” •

You don’t have to get wet to soak up the cultural offerings of 
Brockwell Lido, discovers KARL WEBSTER 


T here are few things more miserable 
in this world than long London 
winters. The only way most of us 
get through them is by dreaming of hot 
beaches and clear, blue water. If only there 
were somewhere in London where you 
could strip off and pretend you were in the 
Seychelles. But wait... there is! Brockwell 
Park Lido has been transforming SE24 into 
an urban Bahamas since 1937. Now in its 
71 St year and recently awarded Grade II 


status, the lido is gearing up for its most 
exciting times ever. 

First there’s the ongoing love affair 
between the lido and comedian Julian Fox. 
Last year, Julian performed his paean to 
Brockwell Lido “You’ve Got to Love 
Dancing to Stick to It” throughout London 
and at the Edinburgh Festival. This year he’s 
bringing it back. 

So what inspires a man to write a show 
about a lido? Julian explains: “I think I first 


went there shortly after I moved to the area 
about 10 years ago. I liked it but never 
thought about it again until about three 
years ago. It was a warm day, and walking 
through the turnstiles I felt like I’d stumbled 
upon the set of Baywatch or something. I 
really loved it. I don’t know what it is. I guess 
it does feel like an urban beach and it’s so 
unusual to see other Londoners semi-naked. 
I mean, indoor swimming pools are all 
about swimming and nothing else, whereas 
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FEATURE 


the lido is about swimming but also 
other stuff: lounging around, seeing and 
being seen. It feels almost continental and 
vaguely sexy.” 

Julian studied art in Norwich before 
getting into “improv dance stuff”. Then 
after spending a year in Seattle, he took a job 
as stage doorkeeper at the Barbican. Five 
shows down the line (Soho Theatre, 

Barbican Centre, BAG, Edinburgh Festival 
and “a couple of series on Radio 4”) and he’s 
still working at the Barbican, where he has 
become something of an institution. He’ll 
always make time for the lido, however. “I 
will be going this year,” he says. “I think that 
it’s opening from May, which is great. 
Though I have to say, if the weather isn’t too 
good. I’m not getting in. I’m not one of the 
nutty swim-outdoors-all-year-round 
people. I went down to the Midwinter Swim 
in December and had a cup of tea down 
there, but that was enough for me.” 

Another Brockwell Lido enthusiast is local 
historian Peter Bradley, who last year 
released OutoftheBlue, 2 ,\yoo^ 
commemorating the first 70 years of the 
pool’s history. He explains what makes 
Brockwell Lido so special: “The love and 
support of an indefatigable local community 
over 70 years, in good times and bad, war 

like I’d 
upcfn the

and peace. It is a modest, magnificent 
example of municipal leisure architecture 
that encloses the blue of the sky and the blue 
of the pool to create a magical, beguiling 
space.” When not writing about it, he’s 
busy swimming in it. “I swam daily in 
the 2007 season and even took the plunge 
at the Midwinter Swim, mad fool that I am. 
Its contribution to my health and happiness 
is inestimable.” 

You can’t help but wonder, if everyone 
loves Brockwell Lido so much why aren’t 
there lidos all over London? “Basically,” 
explains Peter, “British weather and council 
cuts. Lidos flourish in hot weather; only the 


die-hards like myself go when it’s raining. 
The costs of running lidos are such that 
most councils can’t afford them. Brockwell 
Lido’s ingenious solution was to add a gym 
that can cross-subsidise the lido in bad 
weather — without a penny subsidy from 
Lambeth Council.” 

Anne Layton of Fusion Management 
agrees that if it hadn’t been for the gym, 
which has been up and running since last 
September, Brockwell Lido would not have 
been able to survive. There is however, much 
more to the lido than keeping fit. Heritage 
education co-ordinator Gethan Dick is 
responsible for devising programmes which 
combine people’s love of the lido with other 
more creative pursuits. So far this has 
included workshops with students from 
various London colleges, the Midwinter 
Swim which saw more than 70 lunatics 
braving the icy water, and various arts, crafts 
and photographic events. 

The Brockwell Lido Users group, 
instrumental in keeping the lido open when 
closure was threatened, also organised four 
poetry writing events last summer. Over 170 
people wrote 120 poems, the best of which 
are currently being compiled in a book 
entitled Waterwords: Lido Poems. 

Then there is Whippersnappers, founded 
at the lido 14 years ago by Caroline 
Burghard, which started out catering solely 
for the under-5s but now provides classes in 
music, dance, art, sports, African drumming 
and Capoeira for everyone from toddlers to 
OAPs — carrot cake and tea included. 

Events scheduled so far for this summer 
include schools workshops, an elaborate 
design-based event over the May Bank 
Holiday and three art events where artists 
and ordinary people will create lido-inspired 
artwork together. Plus there will be a 
Midsummer Swim—just like the Midwinter 
Swim, but (hopefully) hotter. 

All of which is wonderful news. But one 
question remains: the word “lido” — does it 
rhyme with “Speedo” or with “Dido”? 
Gethan Dick has been looking into it. “I 
actually spoke to a language specialist about 
this very point and while both are ‘right’,” 
she explains. “We’re thinking about doing

a bit of research into how the two came 
about. My own feeling is that the only 
way to settle this would be a tug-of-war 
across the pool.” • 

Julian Fox plays the Soho Theatre 23 April to

DOMALI HAS always been my 
favourite daytime eoffee venue, 
but its reeent refit and new 
blaekboard menu provided the 
perfeet exeuse to take the family 
for dinner. 

First I should give you some 
baekground about our eating 
preferenees; I eat fish but not 
meat while Damian and our 
daughter are serious earnivores. 
So what would they think of the 
vegan, vegetarian and fish 
dishes at Domali? 


The new deeor is lovely and 
Domali’s subtle lighting, low 
musie and eandlelit tables were 
warmly weleoming. We all 
ehose dishes from the daily 
menu, an eeleetie mix of British, 
Mediterranean and Asian 
inspired food. Damian opted for 
smoked haddoekand spring 
onion fisheakes, served with 
homemade tartar sauee and 
mixed leaf and tomato salad. 
The fisheakes were delieious 
and erammed with haddoek 



while the salad leaves were 
fresh and erisp. Our five-year- 
old ehose linguine with blaek 
olives and mushrooms. She ate 
every morsel and didn’t demand 
her beloved meat, onee. There 
is no greater praise from my girl. 

I ehose the Piemaster pie 
filled with goat’s eheese, sweet 
potato and spinaeh, served with 
mash and onion gravy. The 
mash was smooth, the gravy 
slightly spiey and the pie - with 
its light, flaky puff pastry and 


flavoursome filling - was 
absolutely gorgeous. Everything 
we ehose was delieious and 
perfeetly aehieved Domali’s aim 
of providing high quality food 
and (with dishes eosting as little 
as £6.90) great priees. 

Domali is a friendly plaee 
for an early evening meal with 
kids, nibbles and eoektails 
with friends or a romantie 
rendezvous. I intend to try 
all three.

PETER VAUGHAN pedals back in 
tinne to explore the long history of 
Deptford’s Witcomb Cycles 





W hen you think of custom 
tailored suits you think of 
Saville Row; when you think 
of handmade shirts you think ofJermyn 
Street. But when you think of a custom 
made bicycle, chances are that you wouldn’t 
think ofTanner’s Hill in Deptford. This, 
however, is where the last remaining shop 
in London specialising in building you a 
one-off bicycle to your measurements 
has its home. 



Walking into the shop feels like entering a 
living museum of bicycle building. Classic 
Witcomb frames are on display and plans 
are afoot to mount hundreds of old 
photographs gathered from over the years. 
The building dates from the 17th century 
but the shop is currently being modernised 
to bring the interior bang up to date. 

The workshop is where the action 
happens though, and here you really are 
transported back to a time gone by. There 
are hundreds of small Oxo tins containing 
all the essential nuts and washers, frames 
awaiting repair, wheels being built and 
bikes being fixed. Over time the workshop 
has produced countless frames and repaired 
many, many more. 

“It’s less of a shop and more of a 
happening,” insists one regular patron. 

The Witcomb family has been building 
bikes in Deptford since 1928, but it wasn’t 
until 1949 that they moved to their current 
street, and then in 1952 to their current 
shop. Mr Whitcomb — who recently 
celebrated his 90th birthday—still works 
in the shop two days a week and is known 
for casting a critical eye over his son 
Barry’s handiwork. 

A high point for the brand arrived 1958 
when a Witcomb frame competed in the 
Tour de France. Through the 1960s and 
70s the workshop was producing frames 
not only for the UK market but also for the 
growing international trade, as well as 
providing a base for those from overseas 
who wanted to learn the craft. Some 


Witcomb trainees such as Ben Serotta 
and Dave Sachs have since become the 
most respected framebuilders in the US, 
with queues of up to five years for one 
of their custom bikes. 

Back in Deptford, however, the 80s and 
90s were lean years, thanks to the growth in 
popularity of the mountain bike and the 
infiux of cheap overseas imports. Recently 
however there has been a surge of interest in 
owning a custom handmade frame. With 
more and more people spending time on 
their bikes for health or commuting, they 
increasingly want to ride something 
personal, fitted and beautiful. A bike made 
by a craftsman can make you want to get 
out and ride, when a soulless machine- 
made bike might just sit rusting in the shed. 

The concept of taking time over things to 
get them just right — to enjoy the journey as 
much as the arrival — is gaining momentum 
again in our culture. Witcomb Cycles has 
always built bikes in this way, holistically 
taking the best ingredients, making sure 
that they suit the rider, planning the end 
product and then constructing it using 
other local suppliers for anything from the 
tubing to the hand-painted logo on the 
headtube. It is a slow process but the end 
result is like a meal from your own garden 
or a fine wine from a small chateau. 

Reports about the quality of a Witcomb 
frame used to spread through word of 
mouth or the occasional advertisement in a 
specialist magazine, but now there is a 
growing movement for this unique 
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enterprise. There is a supporters’ club in the 
UK and one in the US; there’s a Flickr 
group and a YouTube channel. The shop’s 
new website includes a five-minute feature 
cine-film about Witcomb dating from the 
70s, which was found when a partition wall 
was moved for the current building works. 

One of the hundreds of other historical 
items in the shop is a logbook of all the 
frames made and sold since the 60s 
including the name of the customer, their 
measurements, the frame type and its 
destination. The frames have been sold to 
enthusiasts from New York to Los Angeles, 
China, Japan and all over the UK. So if 
Mr Akira from Tokyo who bought his 
frame in 1970 needs a replacement rear 
end, the framebuilder can look up his exact 
measurements in the book, much like 
traditional tailors have been doing for years. 

Barry explains, “Having a bike built is 
like having a suit made for you — it’s a 
personal thing.” A complex blend of craft 
and science, making a frame takes about 
two months. Before wheeling his or her 
new prize out of the shop, a customer will 
have contributed input about all the details, 
from size to components to colour. But the 
relationship with the builder doesn’t stop 
there. Many frames crop up years after they 
first left the store for a respray and freshen 
up before being returned to their owner in 
tip-top condition. 

“Metalwork was one of my worst subjects 
at school,” says Barry, who still makes most 
of the frames that bear his family’s marque. 
He also trains apprentices from the local 
community college in the trade so that the 
tradition carries on should he ever be 
allowed to retire. It is hard not to be 
impressed with the spirit ofWitcomb 
Cycles. The long-term commitment of 
their clientele stands as testament to the 
passion for quality which the Witcomb 
family have demonstrated for years — 
long may it continue. •

A river rum 

THROUGH IT 

TRACEY DAVIES goes underground and meets local band The Effras 


T here are not many songs that 
start with the words “West 
Norwood Cemetery”, but then 
there are few bands like The Effras, a five- 
piece from Norwood whose sweet country 
rock is immortalising our beloved south 
London in song. 

Named after one of London s lost rivers. 
The Effras are currently making a name for 
themselves singing soulful tunes about 
south London. Their lead singer and 
songwriter is Gipsy Hill’s very own parish 
priest, Andrew Rumsey. Although with 
looks more akin to a rock star than a 
reverend, Andrew claims that his work is 
essential to his songwriting. “As a priest, 
doing funerals is the most wonderful 
encounter with local history because you 



learn people’s life stories. You have to make 
sense of their life and put it into a little talk, 
which is not dissimilar to writing songs.” 

In fact, it was during a funeral that 
Andrew was inspired to write their 


signature song, “Down in the Effra”. “It 
came from a story I was told in West 
Norwood Cemetery whilst I was waiting 
for the hearse to arrive,” he remembers as 
we chat in the vicarage. “In Victorian times 
a coffin was discovered floating in the 
Thames. Once recovered it was found to 
have come from West Norwood Cemetery. 
They brought it back here but spookily 
found the grave to be undisturbed. It was 
concluded that the grave had been dug too 
close to the course of the Effra, which runs 
beneath the cemetery, and the coffin had 
subsided into the river, flowing underneath 
south London before reaching the Thames 
at Vauxhall. It would have presumably 
carried on into the ocean had it not 
been recovered!” 

The choice of name is also down to 
Andrew. “I’m fascinated by London’s 
subterranean world, all this stuff about lost 
Tube stations and secret tunnels,” he says. 
“There’s a secret tunnel that runs from Pear 
Tree House here in SE19, which was a 
nuclear bunker built in the 60s, that runs 
right through to Westminster. The Effra is 
part of London’s underworld and that’s why 
we chose the name.” 


The band is currently halfway through 
a tour of their namesake river. So far 
they’ve played at The Windmill in Brixton, 
The Half Moon in Herne Hill and the 
Cavendish Arms in Stockwell, all of which 


were built along the course of the Effra, 
which up to 150 years ago flowed from 
Gipsy Hill down through West Norwood, 
Dulwich and Herne Hill, past the streets of 
Brixton and finally into Vauxhall where it 
joins the Thames. Sadly, as the area has built 
up the river has moved underground. 

The Effras were formed about 18 months 
ago by Andrew and fellow Norwood 
resident Dave Perry. “We’d talked about 
getting a kind of country/pub rock band 
together and write songs based on our 
experiences of south London,” says 
Andrew. It took them a year to get the right 
people together and although none of the 
guys are in their first flush of youth (they 
have a throng of kids between them), they 
do have a quirky and quite edgy style with 
influences from Elvis Costello and The 
Kinks. The Effras are fronted by Andrew on 
lead vocals. Dave, a researcher by day and a 
regular on the London gig circuit, plays the 
lead guitar, while bassist Andy Green is in 
advertising and also plays with tribute band 
The Usual Suspects. Johnny Crawford 
plays drums and works in the music 
industry managing south London bands. 
Recently retired, Ian McLean is the most 


I always played In ropey bands which needed

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senior member of the group and plays a 
mean pedal steel guitar. 

They started rehearsing last spring and 
were gigging by the autumn. Since then 
The Effras have built up quite a following 
with songs like “Crystal Palace Fire” and 
“159”, about the last run of the 
Routemaster from Marble Arch to 
Streatham. Not all their songs, however, are 
influenced by south London. “Em a big fan 
of Elvis Costello and were considering 
doing a cover of his song ‘Miracle Man,” 
says the reverend with a smile. Their sound 
is a delicious mix of country and rock and is 
completely blessed by the enchanting 
twang of the pedal steel guitar. 

Andrew is no stranger to the stage and has 
been writing songs and poems for years. 
Prior to the clergy, he worked in arts 
marketing in Cambridge where he spent his 
20s. “I always played in ropey bands which 
needed to tune up a lot in between songs,” 
he says, “so I started writing poetry to All in 
the gaps and gradually people wanted more 
of the poetry than they did of the songs. I 
ended up doing performance poetry at the 
Edinburgh fringe before I got ordained as a 
Church of England priest in 1997.” 

There is something really quite special 
about The Effras. Their live gigs exude 
passion for not only their music but for 
their home turf which is genuinely heart¬ 
warming. As for the future, “We re quite 
ambitious for it really,” says Andrew shyly. 
“We think our music s going down well and 
all of us feel quite proud of it.” With plans 
to record and release an EP and to carry on 
gigging, will The Effras spread their wings 
and venture into north London territory? 
Andrew assures me, “We feel very much 
south London and want to keep it as local as 
possible, writing more songs, building our 
fan base and then who knows.” But if there 
were such a thing as tune miles then The 
Effras would certainly have the daintiest 
carbon footprint this side of the Thames. •

MARSH REALITIES 

South Londoner Matthew Roberts transformed agrarian outbuildings into a 
luxury retreat. SHANNON DENNY makes tracks to Wales 


T hese days plenty of Londoners 
have countryside bolt-holes to 
satisfy the need to escape. Herne 
Hill resident Matthew Roberts shuns 
second home hotspots Devon and Dorset 
and instead gets on the M4 once a week 
with his heart (and satnav) set on Wales. 
But Matthew’s getaway is no typical twee 
cottage — it is in fact a luxury hotel called 
Hurst House on the Marsh. 

Having set up a record label in his teens 
and run a publishing company in his 20s, 
Matthew went to Laugharne — former 
home of Dylan Thomas — in search of a 
humble weekend home in which to relax 
and read poetry. Instead he ended up 
buying a pile of stone structures (many of 
which lacked amenities such as a roof) in 
the middle of a farmyard. 

The main barn dated to 1595, while the 
house was built in 1790 and extended 
under the reign ofVictoria. Restoration of 


the decrepit property would have seemed a 
far-fetched project to the faint-hearted, but 
its new owner embraced it with such vision 
to make the likes of Kevin McCloud proud. 

In his music industry days, Matthew had 
run backstage hospitality for touring bands 
and later invested in restaurants. With this 
background in keeping people comfortable 
and well-fed, he soon got the 1790 dwelling 
in a luxurious state and began to run it as a 
small hotel and restaurant. 

One frequent guest and fan was Neil 
Morrissey, star o£Men Behaving Badly. The 
two decided there was no reason that the 
level of discreetly warm comfort at the 
Laugharne hotel couldn’t find a home in 
London too. They set out to open a club to 
rival the Groucho, Century and Soho 
House — and so Hurst House private 
members’ club in Covent Garden was born. 

Although the London club rapidly 
installed itself in the glamorous panoply of 


the capital’s premier clubs, the pair didn’t 
turn their backs on the country pile. An 
extension was built to house a fine 
restaurant, while last year saw the ancient 
barn enjoy a new lease of life as the first of 
18 luxury suites were opened. The news this 
year is the launch of the remaining suites, as 
well as a gym, pool and serene spa. A brand- 
new bijou cinema opened last month, 
playing host to the world premiere of The 
Edge of Love, a film about the love affairs of 
Dylan Thomas starring Sienna Miller and 
Kiera Knightley. 

Hurst House and Hollywood are 
separated by more than just miles; what’s so 
special about this place that it can lure 
bright stars to this quiet corner ofWales? 
The kitchen surely has something to do 
with it. Meals prepared under chef Scott 
Davies really are something to write home 
about. The young sharp-knived Welshman 
has worked under Gordon, Marco and 
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TRAVEL 



Gary, and has spent time learning his trade 
in New York, London and South Asia. 

The meat (Carmarthenshire ham, salt 
marsh lamb, aged Welsh beef) comes from 
within a 20-mile radius, while divine breads 
(muffins, soda bread, bara brith and myriad 
tea cakes) are baked on site daily. The menu 
is rich in the products of the coastal location 
(Pembrokeshire crab, local salmon and even 
cockles), and of course the cheeses are as 
Welsh as you’d hope and expect. 

Exquisite breakfasts are a nod to Scott’s 
time spent Stateside, while other meals 
feature unusual flavours that bear the 
influence of his exotic Eastern travels. 
Savoury selections are combined with hints 
of crystallized ginger, elderflower or 
cardamom, but the peerless puddings 
might display strains of pepper or even 
tobacco. It might sound crazy, but it works. 
Hearty and traditional — but beautifully 
done — afternoon tea is a daily institution to 
engrave into your agenda. 

Inside the rooms and gigantic mezzanine 
suites you’ll And all the hallmarks you’d 
expect of a private members’ outfit: 
multiple Bang and Olufsen systems, Frette 
linens, Ren bath products, Duravit fittings. 
The spa is equally well-appointed with 


exclusive ranges such as Eve Lorn, 
Elemental Herbology and Pankhurst at 
Dunhill. Interiors are both chic and cosy, 
and slick design features inject glamour and 
wit — get ready for red ponyskin upholstery 
and eight-foot tall Anglepoise lamps. 



Outside, the quiet countryside makes 
you think you’ve stepped out to the edge of 
the earth. Being on a marsh, Hurst House 
gets way more than its fair share of open sky. 
It’s surrounded by sea, which lends a sense 
of peaceful isolation — stand outside and 
you can hear the tide growl in. The 
gulfstream blows in temperate breezes, so 


it’s a privileged position from which to 
watch the migration of birds. To absorb the 
unusual microclimate, get a map from 
reception then ramble to the clifftops and 
seashore, or take a woodland path into 
Laugharne, passing fields of sheep and 
ponies along the way. 

The township where Thomas wrote 
Under Milk Woodis a quirky, spirited place 
with a castle and narrow lanes to explore. A 
pilgrimage to the poet’s favourite pubs is 
essential, as is a glimpse of his legendary 
boathouse solemnly facing the estuary. 

Efficient and discreet, but also relaxed 
and personal, Hurst House is well practiced 
in organizing adventures. They’ll pack you a 
charming picnic basket and arrange fishing, 
boating, biking, riding or shooting. And if 
you need to get to London and back in a 
hurry, they’ll order up a helicopter that 
reaches Battersea in 52 minutes. 

And speaking of London, Matthew even 
offers away to soften the blow of returning, 
something he has a lot of experience of 
Guests receive a temporary membership to 
the club, promising more of the relaxed, 
chic cosiness that by after a weekend you 
may find hard to live without. •

London’s fences divide, but they need not conquer your gardening 
efforts. Think vertically when putting down roots, says JANE 
MCMORLAND HUNTER 


IT IS IMPORTANT to make the most of 
your garden’s boundaries: they can be used 
not only to create privacy and shelter but 
also as an opportunity for decoration. 
Painting them in different colours will 
change the atmosphere of the space, while 
mirrors or trome I’oeil will give an illusion of 
greater space. Most importantly these 
surfaces can be used to support climbing 
plants that will provide you with greenery, 
flowers and berries without the bulk of a 
large shrub. 

Walls are long lasting and can be very 
beautiful, but putting one up is expensive. 

In order to last a wall ideally needs proper 
foundations, a damp course and coping 
along the top to prevent rainwater seeping 
in between the bricks and mortar. To act as 


an effective windbreak the wall may need to 
be extended with a semi-permeable barrier 
such as trellis, which will slow down wind 
rather than simply channelling it over the 
top of the wall. 

Some plants, such as ivy, will cling to a 
wall, but most will need wires or trellis to 
twine around. If you paint the wall wires 
may be the more practical option, as you can 
detach them when repainting. Walls with 
plants are usually best left: unpainted or so 
covered with greenery that you cannot see 
when the paintwork gets shabby. 

Walls absorb heat during the day and 
release it at night, which will help create a 
warm micro-climate within your garden. As 
long as the space is also sheltered from 
strong winds, you will be able to grow more 


tender plants than if you had a fence 
or a hedge. 

One or more of your walls may form the 
side of another building, in which case it will 
probably be high and oppressive. This effect 
can be reduced by creating a demarcation 
line with paint, decorative trellis or plants at 
about 1.8m to produce the illusion that the 
wall ends there. You can also use wall- 
mounted containers to break up the expanse 
of brickwork and add colour and interest. 

Fences are cheaper than walls and also 
take up much less space. Closeboard fencing 
of vertical planks nailed to cross-rails is the 
best choice if you want privacy and a solid 
support of plants. If you are going to grow 
plants along a fence it should be firmly

ecured in place with vertical supports fixed 
in concrete or metal spikes embedded in the 
soil. The plants can be trained along wires 
attached to the fence. 

Trellis allows through more light and air 
than a solid fence or wall, and still gives 
privacy. It can be used as an openwork fence, 
or as a support or decoration in front of a 
fence or wall, or as a vertical extension to a 
solid barrier. Ready-made panels come in a 
range of sizes. Expanding trellis is not as 
strong, but can be stretched along a fence or 
wall to give a diamond-shaped latticework 
covering and will support small climbers. 
You can paint trellis any colour you like, but 
repainting will not be easy if there are plants 
growing along it. White will make the trellis 
really stand out, but is suitable only if you 


can repaint at regular intervals. 

Natural or dark colours may be 
more appropriate for trellis 
supporting plants as these colours 
will recede into the background and 
let the plants look their best. 

Ideally trellis should be 
positioned 2.5cm away from the fence or 
wall, to allow room for the plants to twine 
around it and air to circulate. Nail wooden 
spacers of the right size to the garden 
boundary to create an even gap, and then fix 
the trellis to that. Trellis must be very firmly 
secured otherwise the weight of the plants 
will pull it down. This is especially true if 
you are using trellis as a vertical extension to 
a wall or fence; use long posts embedded in 
the ground as supports. 


The group of 
climbers divides into 
self-clinging plants 
such as ivy or 
Virginia creeper, 
which use rootlets to 
hold on with, and 
those like peas with tendrils that cling on to 
trellis or wire. Honeysuckle and summer 
jasmine wind themselves around the 
support while climbers with straight stems, 
such as roses, winter jasmine and Chilean 
potato vine, need to be tied in place and 
trained to a framework. 

When you are clothing your boundary 
surfaces with plants, take care to choose a 
mix that will offer both seasonal interest and 
year-round cover. Clematis and roses go 
particularly well together, giving you 
fiowers from early spring right through to 
mid-winter. Vary the colour and shape of 
the leaves, remembering that large-leaved 
plants can make an area seem smaller as they 
push inwards. 

Some climbing plants may grow too large 
for a tiny space. Russian vine is often guilty 
of outgrowing its allotted space and taking 
over the whole garden — in fact, its other 
common name is mile-a-minute! You can 
regularly trim plants such as ivy to keep 
them under control, but hard pruning can 
encourage a plant to grow even more. It is 
possible to limit a plant by growing it in a 
container, but most climbers are happier if 
their roots are in soil. 

If your garden is paved it may be possible 
to remove a paving slab and plant the 
climber. Dig out the stone and rubble and 
replace it with a suitable compost mix. If the 
soil is very poor, grow the plant in a pot with 
the bottom knocked out. By the time the 
roots reach ground they will be sufficiently 
established to be able to work their way 
though the poorer soil. Mix some compost 
in the soil below and put some soil into the 
container so the plant will not notice the 
transition from pot to ground. •
